Ne'w  Way  of  .M a kinu  Butter. — A 
French  chemist  declares  that  butter  may 
be  made  without  churning,  by  Ibe  use  of 
a  filter,  made  of  felt,  in  the  form  of  a 
bag,  in  the  four  corners  of  which  are  in- 
serted porous  strings,  like  candle-wick, 
to  hasten  off  the  fluid  portion  of  the 
milk.  The  bag  being  suspended  by  the 
four  corners,  from  24  to  30  hours,  the 
contents  of  the  filter  will  be  found  to  be 
of  the  consistence  of  "smear  case"  (solt 
cheese).  This  solidified  cream  is  then 
placed  in  aliiien  bag,  tied  tight,  and  the 
bag  kneaded  like  a  roll  of  doupch.  In  a 
few  minutes  the  mass  grows  lii|uid,  and 
the  butter  and  buttermilk  are  separated.

The  Storm. 


CmcAoo,  June  4. 
A  terrible  tornado  pa.ssed  over  eastern 
Iowa  and  northwestern  Illinois  last  night. 
The  telegraph  lines  west  of  the  Mississ- 
ippi river  are  all  down  and  we  are  unable 
to  learn  how  far  West  the  storm  extend- 
ed and  the  damage  done,  which  must  be 
great. 

At  Clinton,  Iowa,  it  eoniinenred  at 
1:M)  p.  M.,  and  although  lasting  but  2| 
minutes,  it  caused  more  destruction  to 
life  and  property  than  any  similar  storm 
known  in  this  portion  of  country.  The 
towns  of  Camanche,  Iowa;  and  .\lbany, 
Illinois;  on  opposite  sides  of  the  river  and 
five  miles  south  of  Clinton,  were  com- 
pletely demolished.  In  the  former  place 
;i2  dead  bodies  have  already  been  taken 
from  the  ruins,  and  there  is  still  a  num- 
ber that  cannot  be  got  out.  In  Albany 
five  or  six  dead  bodies  were  found  with 
about  50  wounded — some  seriously.  We 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  obtain  a  list  of 
'le  victims.
